1 . This application contains claims directed to multiple embodiments, wherein each 
embodiment is defined by different materials used in forming the encoder. The 
grouping of materials is as follows: 

POWDERY MAGNETIC MATERIAL 

a. encoder having a powdery magnetic material of ferrite. 

b. encoder having a powdery magnetic material of samarium. 

c. encoder having a powdery magnetic material of neodymium. 

POWDERY NON-MAGNETIC MATERIAL 

d. encoder having a powdery non-magnetic material of stainless steel. 

e. encoder having a powdery non-magnetic material of tin. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single powdery magnetic t 
material (groups a.-c.) and a single powdery non-magnetic material (groups d-e.) to 
define a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall 
be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is 
generic. 

The species are independent or distinct because each disclosed species has a 
separate subject of inventive effort and therefore is considered to be diverging subject 
matter. The disclosed species may be classified together, but examining the diverging

subject matter of each disclosed species is considered a serious burden on the 
examiner.
